18-22, 25-36, 42-44 and 47 recite allowable subject matter. Consequently, by this Amendment, 
claim 17 is amended to include the allowable featutes of claim 18. Claim 38 is amended to 
include the allowable features of claim 42 and the features of intervening claims 40 and 41. 
Claims 43 and 44 are amended to revise theit dependence resulting from the cancellation of 
claim 42. 

Claim 48 is claim 26 rewritten in independent form, 

Entty of the amended claims is proper undet 37 C.F.R. §1.116 since the amendments: 
(1) place the application in condition for allowance for die reasons discussed herein; (2) do not 
raise any new issues requiring fordier search and/or consideration since the amendments amplify 
issues previously discussed throughout prosecution without incorporating additional subject 
mattet; (3) satisfy a requirement of fonn asserted in the previous Office Action; and/ot (4) place 
die application in better form for appeal if necessary. Entry is thus requested.

As to claim 38, claim 38 is amended to include the allowable features of claim 42, and 
intervening claims 40 and 41 - Conseq lentiy, claim 38 is patentable over the applied reference to 
Maeda. Claims 39, 45 and 46 which depend &om claim 38, are likewise patentable over the 
applied reference to Maeda for at leist the reasons discussed above and for the additional 
features they recite. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
